These papers forget to etate, if they have 
found it oat, that Secretary Morton has 
meddled with thie inspection matter, 
which is controlled by an act ot congress, 
to such aa extent as to arouse suspicion 
abroad and cripple oar meat exports, 
and that as a result he has been forced 
to make an explanation to allay foreign 
apprehension. A tew days ago Mr. Mor- 
ton explained that it was not his purpose 
to discontinue the inspection, but to 
compel the exporters to make the inspec- 
tion at their own expense, a matter the 
law does not provide for, and which 
would be worthless without the certiH- 
cate of the government behind it. It 
would not be in order to expect Morton 
to hold up the standard ot his depart- 
ment to where Busk left it, any more 
than these in charge of other depart, 
menis, under the present administration, 
have held up their departments to the 
standard they were left by their prede- 
cessors. The people will softer from the 
present administration ot the agricultu- 
ral department, jaet as they will have to 
suffer on account of the disability ot 
those who are trying to conduct other 
departments. 


The Newby Trial. 


It fans been charged that the Newby 


case, which is attracting much attention, 
has bsootna a partisan case. We are cot 
ready to accept the allegation UB true; 
but that there is a great deal of crooked- 
ness in it there can be no doubt.

th«re is any truth in UIB etorj, 


some things have developed in the trial : 
which uo not show a desire on the part 
ot some persons connected with the 
prosecution to make a fair investigation. 


Several witnesses for the prosecution 


teetiBed they knew that Newby was 
killed on Sunday in the battle of Sbiloh, 
and that they buried the body on Tues- 
day, recognizing It sa Newby'fl. Every 
one ot these witnesses also testified that 
they had buried the todies ot several 
men who were killed on that day in Nevr- 
by's company. In the first place a per- 
son having been killed on Sunday end 
the body allowed to lie where it fell until 
the following Tuesday could not be posi- 
tively identified at that time, where all 
the bodies bad on uniform clothing, un- 
less there was some particular object 
upon the body that could be recognized 
as the property of the person killed. In 
the second place there were not seven 
men killed in that company on that day 
The adjatent-generBl's report shows that 
only one out of thirty-nine commis- 
sioned officers, if all were present, was 
killed, which in the same proportion 
would show about three tilled in each 
company. 
The same report gives bnt 


one killed, Captain Hooper, in the com- 
pany to which Newby belonged. 
It is 


barely possible that as many aa three or 
four may have been killed that day, in 
that company and that fact not have 
been carried upon the rolls now in the 
war department. 
The report does not 


show that Newby was killed. In the 
column of remarks opposite his name 
there are no notes, which indicates that 
those who kept the records did not know 
what had become of him. This certainly 
could not have been true, had he been BO 
plainly identified, and so certainly buried 
and the grave marked, as some of the 
witnesses olaim. 


Then again, if there is B disposition on 


the part ot the prosecution to treat the 
case fairly, it seems that it should have 
allowed the witness on the stand, last 
Friday, who wanted to testify about 
being present, when, upon his return, 
Newby was taken to his mother's grave 
by friends and neighbors to test his olaim 
that he was William Nswby. 
There 


were peculiarities about the construc- 
tion of the grave that he could not have 
known of unless he was the real William 
Newby who constructed the grave. That 
was the test that satisfied tho neighbors 
beyond a doubt, as to his identity, anc 
fair play would say that evidenos should 
have been admitted in the present trial 
The government should be able to pro 
tect itself against an impostor, withoal 
resorting to such tricks of the la« 
especially in the case ot one who sacri 
fioed so much as Newby, if he is th 
person he claims to be. The gov«rnmen 
cannot afford to err at so great an ex 
penee to the defendant. There ought t

las written something that is not evan- 
escent, not transient He has written 
•The Light of Asia," one of th<; books 
of the century, and his fame will de- 
pend not on the laborious business of 
lis life but on this fragment 
The 


fragment is more than the whole. 


Julia Ward Howe has done many 


thing well. But how little they are all 
compared to the song of the soldier: 
"Mine eyes have seen the glory of the 
coming of the Lord."

Harriet Beecher Stowe alonjr about 


1853, when she was poor and doing her 
own home work, found odd hours iu 
which to write "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 
It was a power, a missionary in every 
house. It made possible the nomina- 
tion of John C, Fremont aud tae elec- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln and the eman- 
cipation of slaves. It is a great book 
yet 
Delivered from the drudgery of 


housework, escaped from poverty, with 
plenty of time, Mrs, Stowe continued 
to write, made a business of it and a 
failure of it. I dimly remember the 
titles of her later books. I do not re- 
member at all the contents; now and 
then I sec one of them hustled about in 
a second-hand store. 
Her name and 


fame rests wholly on the one history- 
making book.—Chicago Journal.

I 
saw him go down twice and then went to 
the water works to get help 
When I 


came back they had brought the body 
out" 


Joe Hartley testified "I do not know 


the deceased 
I did not see him when 


he went down. When I got to the river 
somebody said a boy waa drowned I 
took off my clothes as quick as I could 
and went m 
I felt his beel and then 


came up. I went down and pulled him 
out by the ankle. The water was about 
seven feet deep." 


Harry Kepler testified to the facts as 


told by Hartley 
He said Sohwantz's 


lips moved a couple of times after they 
got him out 


The jury returned a verdict of acci- 


dental drowning 


Young Sahwantz who waa a member of 


the First Presbyterian church, was also 
a member ot the Young Men's Christian 
association 
He was a harness maker 


and was recently employed at J G Starr 
& Son's factory. He was in every re-

TRANSVAAL 


Record or a Terrible March Hi South Africa 
That Reads Like a Novel. 


„ dc Villiers Roos, of Land en Vollt, 


has just completed for the society Jong 
Zuid Afrika a work of incalculable im- 
portance to the South African-republic, 
and, in fact, to the whole of South Af- 
rica. He has copied for the society the 
diary of the first white man who en- 
tered the Transvaal. The story of the 
Trichardt march from the Cape Colony 
through Zoutpansberg to Delagoa bay 
is contained in this diary, which is> in 
the handwriting of Louis Trichardt, 
grandfather of the commandant of Mid- 
delburg. The trek consisted originally 
of two clans, the Trichardts and tha 
Eensburgs, but they quarreled in the 
north, and the 
Kensburgs trekked 


through to the Limpopo, and they were 
never &een again. It was subsequently 
ascertained that the whole clan had 
been massacred by a Matabele impi. 
The Trichardts heard this in Zoutpans- 
berg as a rumor among the Kaffirs, and 
they also heard that the Matabele were 
recruiting a special impi for them. Old 
Triehardt then decided upon the bold 
enterprise of marching to Delagoa bay 
acrosb a country which no white man 
had traversed yet. Then commenced 
the tragedies, the romances and the 
nameless horrors of the Trichardt diary. 


No novel that has ever been written 


appeals so potently to the heart as the 
simple words of this fjrand old hero of 
South African pioneering. The record 
of the maroh to Delagoa bay ib a rcLord 
full of tears illumined scarcely by one 
brighter ray. Then- are passages in 
this journal which South African his- 
ory cannot afford to lose. At Delagoa 
lay the whole trek died of fever, one by 
one, and the old man—whose monu- 
ment should stand on Church square 
.o-day—wrote the last page of the aw- 
!ul story the day before he, too, suc- 
cumbed to the disease. Few more

CARE OF A PIANO. 


An Expert Gives a Few Hints Conceralng 


the Care of This Instrument. 


A skilled pianist never allows his be- 


.oved instrument to stand up against 
the wall in his room, a space of at least 
a foot being allowed, says a music 
dealer. This is to prevent damp and 
allow a passage of dry, warm air. The 
precaution is especially necessary in a 
brick house where the wall is an out 
Bide one. Bricks are anything but 
damp proof, and unless the wall is 


furred" there will be considerable 


dampness, especially when the first fire 
is lighted for the falL Dampness is 
fatal to a piano, because, among other 
reasons, the rosewood used in making 
the frame is tropical wood, and not 
capable of resisting moisture for any 
length of time. 


In a carelessly kept piano the polish 


is bad, and the varnish looks as though 
an army of insects bad been at work on 
it 
This is 'because the wood has 


stretched and shrunk with great rapid- 
ity, owing to getting damp and then 
being dried again, and a musician sel- 
dom cares to buy such an instrument, 
knowing that the delicate interior has 
suffered at least to some extent with 
the exterior. 
Taking care of a piano 


is half the battle, and the less damp- 
ness the less expenditure necessary to 
keep it in tune. —Chicago Dispatch.

THE INTERNATIONAL RAILWAY. 


The Field Work Completed and the 


Notes and Maps in Preparation. 


WASHINGTON, ,luly 17.—The Interna- 


tional Railway commission which was 
one of the outgrowths of the late Pan- 
American congresses engaged in wind- 
ing up the work it has been pursuing 
for the past two years, and the en- 
gineers and surveyors who have been 
in the field are preparing1 their reports 
and I'educing their field notes to the 
bhape of maps and charts. This com- 
mission was appointed for the purpose 
of securing surveys of suitable lines for 
a railway system which should con- 
nect tho northern and southern he mis- 
pheres with each, other and form a con- 
tinuous line of railroad from the United 
States through the American republics 
of the south. As in the case of the bu- 
reau of American republics, each coun- 
try interested pays its proportion of 
the expense. 


The field work was pursued by three 


parties, one in Central America and 
two in South America. That in Cen- 
tral America was under the dirction of 
Lieut. M. McCobb, U. S. A., and sur- 
veyed a line from the southern boun- 
dary of Mexico through Guatemala, 
San Salvador, Honduras, Nicaraugua 
and Costa Rica, to the Savagre river. 
This party has just returned to the 
United States, arriving July 8, and is 
now at work upon the reduction of its 
field notes and the preparation of maps 
and charts. 


Corps No 2, under command of Mr, 


Wra. F. Spunk, started in at Quito, 
Ecuador, and surveyed a line through 
the difficult Andean region from the 
Savagre river, in Costo Rica, through 
Panama and the isthmus to the neigh- 
borhood of 
Antigua in Colombia, 


where it connected with the other line 
from the isthmus to Carthagena. Mr. 
Spunk's party returned to the United 
States in June, and are also engaged 
in writing up their final report and 
preparing their maps. 


The remaining corps was under €he 


direction of Mr. \Vm. D. Kelly, and 
surveyed a line from Quito, Ecuador, 
to Cuzco, Peru. The maps of this last 
party are nearly completed, and their 
reports covering their operations are 
now in preparation. 


Concerning the whole work it may 


be said that the reports of the field en- 
gineers demonstrate the feasibility of 
building these railroads to connect the 
systems of North America with those 
of South America, and that there are 
no unsurmountable engineering diffi- 
culties in the way of the successful 
prosecution of such work. 


The whole number of miles surveyed 


aggregates 4,500. It is expected that all 
the reports will be made to congress 
some time this winter.

The 
tail of the comet was SO degrees jp 
length, about sixty times as long as 
the moon is wide, and tne tail extendec 
from 10 degrees above the horizon al- 
most to the zenith. It was plainly vis- 
ible to the naked eye, and was watched 
for some time by the corps of observers 
at the institution. 


Prof. I'Yisby said: "There is no way 


to explain the sudden freak of the 
comet. They are erratic bodies at best 
and the only thing we can say is thai 
the zone had reached a stage where il 
was ready to throw out the long streak 
of luminous gas which we call a tail 
It was not a bushy tail, but was a 
long ribbon of light about three times 
us wide as the moon." 


It Was the Aurora Borealis. 


GENEVA, N. 
Y., July 
17.—Prof. 


Brooks mentions the observation of 
display of an aurora borealis Saturday 
night, the most magnificent feature o: 
which was a beam of light of grea1 
brilliancy. It resembled in brightness 
a comet, for which it was mistaken by 
many persons. The real comet, he 
said, was considerably to the north of 
this and is becoming fainter.

THE BAPTIST YOUNG PEOPLE

Aguinst the Liquor Traffic. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July IS.—The 


convention of the Baptist Young- Peo- 
ple's union finished its labors and ad- 
journed last night, a large number of 
the delegates leaving for Chicago at 
midnight on a special train 
Yester- 


day morning they scattered out to the 
various churches, most of the city 
pulpits being filled by distinguished 
visiting Baptists. In the afternoon a 
praise service of song and "great com- 
mission meeting" were held at Tom- 
linson hall, the latter being a sym- 
posium upon the future outlook of the 
union's work. 


This evening, at the last session, 


President Chapman delivered an ad- 
dress in which he urged the close study 
of 1jhe Bible and defended the idea of a 
purely denominational society such as 
the union is. The following resolu- 
tion was adopted with cheers by a ris- 
ing vote: 


Ite$olved, That the 240,000 saloons in the na- 


tion, which employ more than a million of men 
and waste more than a billion of money every 
year, together with the breweries and distil- 
leries, all of which are compactly organized, 
ire an aggregation of the most stupendous 
enemies to civil and religious liberty, the 
Christian sabbath and our republican institu- 
tions 
Resolved, That we believe In the absolute abo- 


lition of the liquor traffic in the state and na- 
tion and pledge ourselves to wage against It a 
truceless war until the whoie business, root 
and branch, Is entirely annihilated 


THREATENED WITH LYNCHING. 


Deputy Marshal Smith Arrives at Port

FORT SMITH, Ark., July 10.—Deputy 


Marshal William C. Smith arrived yes- 
terday, having in charge Henry Starr 
and "Kid" Wilson. A deputy marshal 
from the federal court at Denver ac- 
companied the party. 
The officers 


were apprehensive that an attempt 
would be made somewhere by friends 
of Starr to take him off the tram, but 
nothing of the kind occurred.

their Christian names and surnames, as 
Lord Georjfc Hamilton Lord Charles 
Beresford and so on ind the only cor- 
rect w ay of addressing or bpeaking of 
their wives is the same way putting 
"Lady" in the place of Lord 


To call the wives of younger sons 
'Lady Hamilton ' 
Lady Beresford,' 


or whatever is the surname without the 
male Christian name is as incorrect as 
to call ' Lady Evelyn Cavendish' by 
her husband s full name 


On the other hand the wife of a 


baronet or of a knight is 'Ladv,' with 
his surname alone after it.
